arlington, June 19.—Congression­ 
a l leaders confidently expect to wind 
dp the present session this week and 
adjourn not later than Saturday. If 
the session is carried beyond that 
time it will be because of 
amend­ 
ments to the general deficiency bill 
or complications in connection with 
the omnibus public building bill. It 
is pointed out by republican leaders 
that there never has been a con­ 
tort ss where a president has obtain­ 
ed the amount of legislation as has 
r> hilted from the demands of Pres­ 
ident Taft; starting in with a de­ 
mand for revision of the tariff, he 
procured this at an extraordinary 
session. Then at the beginning of the 
present session he demanded railway 
legislation, a forward conservation 
4^1 icy. statehood for New Mexico and 
Arizona, postal savings banks and 
the regulation of injunctions. 
Bills on all these subjects have 
passed both branches of congress, 
with the exception of the anti-in­ 
junction measure. That will have to 
wait until next session, but it is said 


the prospects are good for its pas­ 
sage at that time. 
All the regular supply bills have 
passed both houses except the gen­ 
eral deficiency bill. That passed by 
j the house Saturday and will be re-1 
ported to the senate not later than J 
Tuesday. 
The postal savings bank bill is 
still before the senate. It came be­ 
fore the house in the form of an 
amended bill, and 
Senator 
Carter 
moved that the senate concur in the 
house amendments. Opposition devel­ 
oped and the motion has been de­ 
bated intermitently since the bill re­ 
turned from 
the 
house. 
President 
Taft approves the house bill and it 
seems reasonably certain that the 
senate will accept it. 
The rivers and harbors 
bill 
is 
awaiting the 
president’s signature, 
and he soon will have the omnibus 
public buildings bill. With both of 
these measures before him he is in a 
position to command that action be 
taken on such other legislation as 
he feels should be passed. 
President Taft tomorrow will sign 
the statehood bill. It is likely there 
will be a number of claimants for 
the pen used in signing that historic 
instrument. President Taft probably 
will use two pens in approving the 
bill and give one to Delegate An­ 
drews, representing New Mexico, and 
the other to Delegate Cameron, rep 
resenting Arizona.

Washington, June 19.—Madriz has 
drawn from this government a sharp 
reply to the protest he made to Pres, 
ident Taft claiming that the United 
States had prolonged the war in Nic­ 
aragua because it refused to allow 
the bombardment of Bluefields or to 
allow the Venus to maintain a block­ 
ade there. 
Consul Olivares at Managua has 
been furnished 
with a 
statement 
which the consul has been directed 
to hand to Madriz. It tersely observes 
that if any violation of neutrality 
has occurred it was when the Venus 
sailed from New Orleans as an ex­ 
pedition of the Madriz faction. 
Madriz protested not to the United 
static alone, but to all the South 
American and Central American re­ 
publics. The statements which he 
set forth in his telegrams are con­ 
strued by the state department as 
nothing less than an effort to place 
in a false light the policy which the 
United States has adopted in dealing 
with the Nicaraguan affairs. 
Some of the governments which re­

The policy of the United States re­ 
mains as set forth in the Secretary 
of State’s letter of Dec. I, 1909, to 
Mr. Rodriguez, then Charge de Af­ 
fairs whereby relations with the Ze- 
laya government were 
broken 
off. 
That letter and statement of the con­ 
sistent applications of the same pol­ 
icy to conditions as they arose were 
duly published. 
“As to the statements made in the 
telegram of Dr. Madriz to the presi­ 
dent, the government of the United 
States took only the customary step 
of prohibiting bombardment or fight­ 
ing by either faction within the un­ 
fortified and ungarrisoned commercial 
city of Bluefields, thus protecting the 
preponderating American and other 
foreign interests, just as the British 
commander had done at Greytow’n, 
where there are large British inter­ 
ests. 
“The government 
of 
the 
United 
States has acknowledged the right of 
each faction to maintain blockade, 
but has refused to permit vessels il­ 
legally and clandestinely fitted out 
in American waters to interfere with 
American commerce. 
“The government of the United 
States simply insists that each fac­ 
tion shall collect duties only for ter­ 
ritory under its defacto control, and 
refuses to permit the collecting of 
double duties. 
“If any violation of neutrality has 
occurred it was in connection with 
the sailing of the Venus from New 
Orleans as an expedition of the Mad­ 
riz faction.” 


El Paso, Tex., June 19.—A special 
to the Herald from Xateo, Ariz., says 
that sixty-three Mexicans were sur­ 
rounded at a rendezvous in Cananea 
on Thursday night and marched to 
jail by troops. Nearly IOO rifles were 
seized. Cananea is where the Mexi­ 
can revoluntionary uprising occurred 
thcee years ago. Since that time 500 
soldiers have been stationed at Can­ 
amo. 
More troops now’ are en route from 
Hermo3illo. The Cananea authorities 
declare they are coming to fight the 
forest fires in the Ojo mountains, but 
the troops already at Cananea are 
being used for that purpose. 
A prominent anti-Diaz man at Na­ 
co, Sonora, is quoted as saying: 
“Governor Torres had better keep 
his troops at Hermosillo; he will 
need them 
before 
the 
presidential 
election is over. Yucatan is not the 
only place where troops are needed in 
Mexico.”

Muskogee, Okla., June 18.—Accord­ 
ing to present plans of the business 
men of Muskogee, the next legislature 
^ill be asked to pass a special act 
perm itting the city of Muskogee to 
. Vote a bond issue of $600,000 for the 
purpose of building a dam 
in 
the 
Grand river and equipping a power 
plant to furnish cheap power to Mus­ 
kogee and other towns. 
A special act of the legislature is 
required, because with the present 
bonded 
indebtedness 
an 
additional 
%bond issue of this amount would car­ 
ry the amount slightly in excess of 
the limit allowed 
under 
the

laws without a special act of the leg­ 
islature and a vote of the people of 
the city affected. 
This plan is considered better than 
to permit a corporation to build the 
dam, because it would place the dis­ 
tribution and sale of power, and the 
price to be charged, in the hands of 
the city.

Muskogee, Ok., June 19.—When the 
A K- veterans marched into the 
national cemetery at Port Gibson on 
Memorial day, a little group of full 
blood Indians who stood under one 
of the magnificent trees in the 
tery drew back in terror, whispering 
among themselves: 
It is Gee Dick, the dead returns 
again to weep for the dead,” they 
whispered. 
In the ranks of the veterans m arch­ 
ed two old Indians, full blood Cher­ 
okees. They were Gee Dick and Kan­ 
sas Vann, sole survivors of the Cher­ 
okee Home Guards, the regiment of 
full bloods which was drafted at Ft. 
Gibson at the beginning of the Civil 
war and commanded by Colonel Wil­ 
liam A. Philips, of Salina, Kas. 
Gee Dick is 84 years old. He rode 
on horseback from his cabin near 
Hurlburt, Ok., to attend the memor­ 
ial services at the national cemetery. 
Every year on the 30th of May he 
makes the trip and each year the full 
bloods who know his history whis­ 
per among 
themselves 
and 
shrink 
from him in fear. 
It is the belief among the more ig­ 
norant Indians that Gee Dick died 
during the war and that it is his 
spirit that returns each year to dec­ 
orate the graves of his comrades. 
A t,th e .beginning of the Civil war 
Gee Dick enlisted in the Home Guards 
and fought for three years. One day 
in the third year of the war Gee 
Dick’s regiment was in the Cherokee 
nation and Gee Dick left camp on a 
foraging expedition accompanied only 
by a young boy. They were pursued 
by a band of Cherokees wearing the 
Confederate 
gray 
under 
Captain 
Maunch Morgan and took refuge in a 
log cabin. With only the assistance 
of the boy Gee Dick barricaded the 
cabin and held the improvised fort 
against the Confederates for several 
hours. 
The Indians finding that they could 
not capture Gee Dick dragged an old 
wagon close to the cabin, filled it 
with straw and set fire to the straw 
hoping to burn Gee Dick out of his 
hiding place. 
In one corner of the cabin Gee 
Dick found an old pick and with this 
he tunneled beneath the walls of the 
cabin and under the load of burning 
straw and he and the boy escaped 
under cover of the smoke. 
The cabin burned and the Indians 
thought that Gee Dick had met death 
in the flames. When he next appeared 
they ran from him in terror and even 
now many of them believe that his

They were Gee Dick and Kan- 
sas Vann, sole survivors of the Cher- 
kee Home Guards, the regiment of 
ull bloods which was drafted at Ft 
Gibson at the beginning of the Civil 
war and commanded by Colonel Wil- 
liam A. Phijlps, of Salina, Kas. 


Gee Dick is 84 years old. He rode 


on horseback from his cabin near 
Hurlburt,- Ok., to attend the memor- 
ial services,,at the national cemetery. 
Every year on the 30th of May he 
makes the trip and each year the full 
bloods who know his history whis- 
per among 
themselves 
and shrink 


from him in fear. 


It is the belief among the more ig- 


norant Indians that Gee Dick died 
during the war and that it is his 
spirit that returns each year to dec- 
orate the graves of his comrades.

Gee Dick enlisted in the Home Guards 
and fought for three years. One day 
in the third year of the war Gee 
Dick's regiment was In the Cherokee 
nation and Gee Dick left camp on a 
foraging expedition accompanied only 
by a young boy.

Muskogee, Ok., June 19.—When the 


G. A. R. veterans marched Into the 
national cemetery at Fort Gibson on 
Memorial day, a little group of full 
blood Indians who stood under one 
of the magnificent trees in the ceme- 
tery drew back in terror, whispering 
among themselves; 


"It is Gee Dick, the dead returns 


again to weep for the dead," they 
whispered. 


In the ranks of the veterans march- 


ed two old Indians, full blood Cher- 
okees. They were Gee Dick and Kan- 
sas Vann, sole survivors of the Cher- 
okee Home Guards, the regiment of 
full bloods which was drafted at Ft. 
Gibson at the beginning of the Civil 
war and commanded by Cblonel Wil- 
liam A. Philips, of Salina, Kas. 


Gee Dick is 84 years old. He rode 


on horseback from his cabin near 
Hurlburt,- Ok., to attend the memor- 
ial services^at the national cemetery. 
Every year on the 30th of May he 
makes the trip and each year the full 
bloods who know his history whis- 
per among themselves 
and shrink 


from him in fear. 


It la the belief among the more ig- 


norant Indians that Gee Dick died 
during the war and that it is bis 
spirit that returns each year to dec- 
orate the graves of his comrades. 


At. the .begiBDiiig' of the "Civil war 


Qee Dick enlisted in the Home Guards 
and fought for three years. One day 
in the third year of the war Gee 
Dick's regiment was in the Cherokee 
nation and Gee Dick left camp on a 
foraging expedition accompanied only 
by a young \p>y. They were pursued 
by a band of Cherokees wearing the 
Confederate 
gray 
under 
Captain 


Maunch Morgan and took refuge in a 
log cabin. With only the assistance 
of the boy Gee Dick barricaded the 
cabin and held the Improvised fort 
against the Confederates for several 
hours 


The Indians finding that they could | 


not capture Gee Dick dragged an old 
wagon close to the cabin, filled it 
with straw and set fire to the straw 
hoping to burn Gee Dick out of his 
hiding place. 


In one corner of the cabin Gee 


Dick found an old pick and with this 
he tunneled beneath the walls of the 
cabin and under the load of burning 
straw and he and the *oy escaped 
under cover of the smoke. 


The cabin burned and the Indians 


thought that Gee Dick had met death 
In me, Barnes. When, he next appeare 
{hey ran from him in terror and even 
now many of them believe that hi 
ghost retur.ns every year on memor 
ial day.
